Price increases seem sure to 
follow the pay advances. Along 
with announcement of the 85 
cent hourly pay increase just ne- 
gotiated in the steel industry 
came predictions of steel price 
increases soon of $3.50 to $4 a 
ton. . 

The pay increases, which prob- 
ably will be copied in other in- 
dustries, mean more spending 
money for the workers. To some 
extent this will counteract the 
tightening of credit inherent in 
the Eisenhower Administration's 
policy of increasing interest rates 
on loans. 

Some analysts see in the rela- 
tive willingness of industrialists 
to grant wage increases at this 
time a hope of buoying purchas- 
ing power and thus keeping pro- 
duction high. 

Auto Firms Set Pattern. 

The automobile industry gave 
concessions to Walter Reuther's 
CIO Auto Workers Union under a 
contract that runs until 1955. It 
did not havé to spend the addi- 
tional wage money, under the 
letter of the cuntract, but it ap-

summer. This inflationary trend 
possibly will held to a modest 
limit, however. 

Several factors helped contri- 
bute to the amicable settlement 
reached so quickly this year in 
steel, in contrast to last year's 
two-month strike and former 
President Truman’s . seizure of 
the industry. 

Steel Gain About 10 Cents. 

For one thing McDonald, the 
late Philip Murray's successor at 
the steel union’s helm, was will- 
ing to settle for less.

This ac- 
tion further strips the Presidency 
of its historic powers and makes 
the executive subservient to the 
legislative branch in the conduet 
of foreign affairs.

Another possibility is that the Justices—or a 
substantial number of them—want more infor- 
mation, as well as more time, before they decide 
this highly controversial issue. For some of them 
at least cannot be unmindful of the fact that 
Gov. Byrnes is ready to break up the public 
school system of South Carolina if ségregation 
is ordered abolished.

In a final inquiry the Justices ask wheth- 
er an order against segregation would require 
a detailed decree, a special master to recom- 
mend specific terms, or the return of each case 
to the original district court. 

One result of these inquiries is certain. The 
Supreme Court will be advised as to its role in 
our system as perhaps never before in argu- 
ments before the bench. The rehearing should 
contribute to public information. Whether it 
will aid the Justices in deciding this at once 
simple and complicated issue ig another matter.

HIS week and last, the valley has been fragrant with new- 
* mown hay. Now after helping with two of the neighbors, 

our own first cutting is safely baled and stored away in 
the barn. We started mowing on Saturday before the dew had 
dried, tdking what seemed 
like a long chance of leaving 
the hay on the ground in the 
swath until Monday morning 
without rain. This is always 
tze farmer’; dilemma; 


the young corn crop or dry 
"en. weather for the hay. Though 
time trutifis, we'll take too 
much rain rather than drouth, 
any day. Rain makes the crops 
grow and the farmer can take 
his chances on harvesting, 
while drouth all too often 
means there is no crop to 
harvest. At any rate, on Sat- 
urday we hooked up the 
mower, which had been gone 
over carefully, and headed 
for. the field. Bill Turner 
came to help during the 
morning and we made a good 
start. Then Hartwig kept at 
it through the long afternoon and well on toward twilight, 

until the whole big Ridge Field was finished. 

As soon as the dew had started to dry on Monday, we 
were out with the rake, rolling th~ grass and alfalfa into long, 
endless windrows around the field. Harry Russell brought his 
tractor and rake to speed the job still more. Then Ern Strick- 
lin came with the baler and by 10:30 we were far enough along 
for him to start and the green bales began to dot the field. 

ba Noon dinner was early and hardly over before the hauling 

5 crew arrived. There were Franklin Williams and Junior 

2 Jarvis to drive; and Hartwig, Bill Turner, Bob Boring and 
Marvin Lews to load. Soon Harry and I had finished the 
raking and joined them.

The work goes fast with plenty of help and a will- 
ing crew and the trucks rolled to the barn without a 
pause. And unloading the first 1500 bales or so is 
easy, for we can back the trucks right inte the barn, 
toss the bales off and pile them away until both sides 
are stacked clean te the shed roofs on each side. 
When this part is complete, the center is filled in 
until the trucks can no longer back inte the space; 
after which we pick up the bales with the grapple 
fork, pull them up inte the mow with the long hay 
rope and dump until the barn is filled to the ridge- 
pole.

Beginning ‘Annapurna,’ Story of Great 
_.Adventure---How Man Conquered One 
of World's Highest Mountains

It is a story that ended in vie- 
tory when two members of a 
French mountain-elimbing ex- 
pedition fought their way to the 
summit of the mountain, the 
highest ever conquered by man 
until twe members of a British 
expedition, on May 29, planted 
the Union Jack atop 29,002-foot 
high Mount Everest, the world’s 
‘highest peak. 

Condensed from the cyrrent 
best-selling book, “Annapurna,” 
today’s installment begins as 
the leader of the expedition, 
which has established three 
camps along the mountain slope, 
sets out with two Sherpas (na- 
tive guides) in an effort toe 
establish a fourth camp higher 
up the mountain. The date is 
May 28, 1950. 


CHAPTER ONE 


N THE morning at Camp III 
| we had to step lively. I took 

down one tent, packed up as 
much food as possible, shared out 
the loads and, after a quick break- 
fast, we started.. I took the lead 
and made a detour towards the 


central couloir. We skirted along 


the foot of the serac that. pro- 


tected our camp and climbed up , 


a sort of gable of bare ice Which 
the Sherpas didn’t much appre- 
ciate. 

It wasn't possible to 
higher and we had to re our- 
selves to crossing the oir, It 
was, hewever, relatively narrow 
at this height, as if it had been 
squeezed in by the batteries of 
seracs on either side.. 

It could scarcely have been 
more than a couple of hundred 
feet across. If one of us went over 
quickly while the others kept a 
lookout, they would be able to 
give warning of any avalanche. 
Leaving the two Sherpas on the 
left bank I began to cross. The 
slope was exceedingly steep, fall- 
ing straight down beneath my 
feet, and we could not get a grip 
on the snow, which had been 
hardened by successive ava- 
lanches. 

Pirst, with the blade of my 9x 
I had to cut little steps for the 
points of my crampons; then when 
I moved I stuck the pick into the 
ice above me as an anchor, and 
held on to it with both hands. I 
went as quickly as I could; a 
glance up every now and then 
had its uses, if only for one’s 
morale. Looking down, on the 
other hand, was not to be recom- 
mended, for the sight of those 
colossal precipices might have 
shaken even the most confident 
climber. 

The traverse was quickly com- 
pleted and I allowed myself a 
few moments to get my breath 
before bringing over the Sherpas. 

“Dawatondu!” “ 

“Yes, sir,” he replied in a 
voice which sounded rather 
queer. He smelled danger, the 
old fox! Without wasting a min- 
ute and in spite of his load he 
came over like a whirlwind to 
reach safety. : 

Angawa followed but took 
much longer than Dawatondu. \ 

Whew! Here we were, safe and 
sound across the terrible couloir. 
From my present position I could 
see just what had been threaten- 
ing us. The couloir ran up for 
about 1000 feet to merge into a 
steep snow slope—a gathering- 
ground for avalanches. Above 
was the rock wall and then the 
Sickle glacier from which a few 
dozen tons. of superfluous ice 
split off from time to time.

HE first traverses were aceOm-

Luckily I had been watching 
him like a hawk; the loop of rope 
tightened round my ax, the rope 
stretched taut and then held fast.

We continued over this soft 
snow lying on hard ice. The set- 
ting was wonderful — everything 
was a transparent blue, even our 
shadows, and there was not a 
cloud in the sky. On our left was 
the Sickle ridge, quite close, 
apparently almost within reach, 
dripping bare ice and shining in 
the sun, é 

Once again, plowing through 
now up to our waists and stop- 
ping at every step to get our

breath, we approached the wall 
and after an hour of this exhaust- 
ing going got to the foot ef it. 

We had gone a long way since 
morning, and debated whether it 
was wise to increase still further 
the distance from Camps III and 
IV. I thought not; we should have 
to be capable of doing this lap 
in one day without undue fatigue, 
and so I decided to establish 
Camp IV where we were. 

There was hardly any suitable 
site; the whole place seemed to 
be swept by avalanches. There 
was just one small serac which 
would give protection to a few 
square yards below. It made an 
ideal wind screen and our tents 
would be completely sheltered 
from avalanches. 

The three of us began to cut 
away at the ice with a will to 
make a comfortable platform. 
Soon the camp was in order— 
tent pitched and food stored 
away—and we could allow our- 
selves a good rest.

Looking all about me, 1 felt an- 


g sense of domination 
and complete confidence in our 
victory. I was almost at the height 
of the Great Barrier. Beneath me 
I could see the Cauliflower Ridge 
which had taunted us for so long, 
and then far down, right at the 
bettom, the plateau with Camp II 
so far that we could not even pick 
out the black dots of the other 
members of the expedition. 

“Let’s go!” 

My two Sherpas needed no 
pressing — for once they were 
ready immediately. We shut the 
tent carefully, hoping we should 
find it again in good order in 
spite of the cascades of snow, 
and then plunged downwards. The 
return journey was made without 
incident and incomparably faster 
than our climb up. 

About an hour and a half later 
we reached Camp III and found 
our friends in occupation. I was 
delighted to be able to tell. them 
that Annapurna was practically 
in the bag! 

Jean Couzy and Marcel Schatz, 
coming up the day before from 
Camp I, had picked up Louis 
Lachenal and Gaston Rebuffat on 
their way. After a night’s rest 
at Camp II they had left in the 
m and came up to Camp 
III. As usual the snow had held 
them up a lot. 

Couzy, still insufficiently ac- 
climatized, suffered from bad 
headaches. Schatz was morose, 
Rebuffat felt he wasn't well 
enough to go any farther, and 
Lachenal had no appetite. I 
vainly tried to rouse them, telling 
them that we were practic 
there. I could tell they had not 
yet found their form again, but 
I judged that the night’s rest 
would do them all good. 

As for myself, there was no 
point in my waiting any longer. 
There wasn’t any room, and any- 
way we should have to carry an- 
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other load. I hoped that, with 
Lionel Terray’s convoy, we should 
be able to bring up everything 
necessary to equip the route, and 
that the next journey up would 
lead to victory. 


But time was pressing—I was 
dismayed to see that it was al- 
ready May 28 and the monsoon, 
acconmding to the latest reports, 
would reach us about June 5. 
That gave us barely a week to 
bring everything to a suecessful 
conclusion. 


The next day, Lachenal and I 
returned to Camp IV to spend 
the night, so that we could be 
ready to get an early start th 
following day to continue o 
climb and establish Camp V. 

When dawn came at Camp IV 
I poked my head anxiously 
through the opening of the tent: 
the sun was rising and it was fine 
and cold. It looked as if the mon- 
soon would not arrive that day 
and I felt much relieved, for the 
latest news had worried me. We 
embarked upon a race 
against time. 

As soon as Ang-Tharkey and 
Sarki, two of our She ar- 


rpas, 
rived, we shared out the ads 


and made up our sacks. We were 
shivering and could not leave 
quick enough. We left one tent 
where it was, and with the other 
set out for Camp V. A traverse 
to the left across the Sickle 
glacier enabled us to avoid an 
area of broken-up seracs, In this 
way we reached the base of a 
wide valley of large, steep snow 
fields with a few obstacles in the 


way. 

Nobody said anything — we 
were tense with effort, and the 
loads weighed us down. We 
thought ef what lay ahead. For 
me, the main question was the 
monsoon; we could not reasonably 
hope for more than four days of 
fine weather. That would just give 
us time, but there was not a mo- 
ment to lose. 

We had only a great snow field 
before us, we held the advantage; 
there were no technical obstacles 
— or at least hardly any. Not for 
moment did either 


slightest doubt about our victory.. 
We stopped frequently and ate a 
bit of candy or nougat for which 
we always had a great craving. 

The jagged ice ridge at the 
summit produced a curious ef- 
fect—a snow-laden wind blew 
through it as if through the teeth 
of a comb, Mist straggled right.

How a Modern Revolutionary Named 


Hank Barnes Used Some Ingenious 
New Tricks to Speed Flow of Traffic 
in Denver's Auto-Crowded Streets

DENVER, Colo., June 13. 


HAVE just danced Barnes's dance. I performed it across one of 
Denver's busiest intersections during the evening rush hour. It 
was a quaint experience: slightly scary but satisfying. 
I was standing at the street corner with numerous other spec- 
imens of that hunted species, the American pedestrian. Similar 


knots formed 


at the other corners of the intersection. 


Cars 


squeaked by our toes and seemed to be making turns in all direc- 
tions at once. The walkers in my vicinity tensed. 


Suddenly all cars froze. The 
intersection lay as deserted as a 
dust bowl—but only for a second. 
The bright orange signs under 
each traffic light flashed “Walk.” 
From each corner a flood of 
walkers poured from curb to 
curb, s t and catty-cornered, 
dotting the asphalt like dancers 
waltzing across a nightclub floor. 
I struck out diagonally across the 
street. The cars seemed to glower 
at this mad vision and I felt as 
exposed as a deer parading before 
a battery of loaded rifles. My 
heels barely touched the curb 
when all walkers had vanished 
and the cars had taken over once 
more. 

This was Barnes’s dance, named 
in honor of a modern revolution- 
ary, Henry A. (Hank) Barnes. 
Hank is Denver’s traffic engi- 

neer, a post not usually occupied 
by revolutionaries, But Hank, an 
9 who educated him- 
self by going to night school for 
20 years, is one traffic expert who 
doesn’t care whether an idea has 
been tried before. If it strikes 
him as practical, that’s good 
enough for Hank. 

The impact of his redoubtable 
personality on Denver's traffic 
jam—one of the more classic cases 
of its kind prior to Hank’s arrival 
on the scene—has produced such 
phenomena as traffic lights in the 
middle of some blocks; residential 

converted into “poor man’s 
freeways,” and an_ electronic 
“brain” that automatically adjusts 
traffic lights.to traffic volume.

downtown Denver as on a flying 
carpet, but Hank’s most caustic

In the same years, Denver's 
population shot up almost 20 per 
cent and the number of its cars 
44 per cent. Yet the five o’clock 
traffic jam subsides 20 minutes 
earlier than in 1947. Barnes's 
dance lets 12 cars make turns 
where only one could turn be- 
fore, Traffic fatalities were down 
from 64 to 1947 to 45 last year 
and are now running 54 per cet 
below 1952.

He worked as an 
electrician, truck driver and 
helper in the press room of a 
printing plant until, in mid-de- 
pression 1931, he tound himself 
bedfast with a broken neck. He 
supported himself and his newly 
acquired wife the next couple of 
years by making wooden jigsaw 
puzzles. Although his neck healed, 
he still cannot confine it in any-

HE march of misfortune con- 
tinued. Hank found work in an 
automobile factory only to be 
laid off during the recession of 
1937. (He ranked fifty-fifth from 
the bottom on the seniority list 
and they fired 57.) The city elec- 
trician of Flint happened to be re- 
tiring, so Hank took the civil serv- 
ice examination, got the job and 
finally becanie signal engineer 
with the police department and 
then traffic engineer with the 
rank of captain. His plunge into 
the labyrinths of traffic was set. 
As Flint’s war transportation 
administrator, he set up share- 
the-ride plans for war plants and 
worked out a system which car- 
ried 25,000,000 riders annually on 
facilities designed for 12,000,000. 
He also had to approve every ap- 
plication for anything over an 
“A” gas rationing card. 


“My background wasn't con- 
ducive to diplomacy,” Hank re- 
flects. “I usually felt like punch- 
ing a guy in the nose first and 
talking to him afterward. But on 
this job I had to keep my mouth 
shut and keep my temper. I 
learned there were people I 
couldn't lick.” 


Hank did all right in Flint. At 

least traffic experts at North- 
western University thought so 
and recommended him, along 
with others, to Denver’s Mayor 
Newton. The Mayor, then new in 
office, had decided that he ought 
to hire a traffic engineer and he 
liked Hank’s unsophisticated 
sleeves-off approach. 
(By that time Barnes had be- 
come one of the few members of 
the Institute of Traffic Engineers 
who never graduated from col- 
lege. He had, however, spent 
nearly every weekday evening 
from 1926 to 1946 taking night 
courses, first at a junior college, 
then at the General Motors In- 
stitute of Technology. 

He remains a mighty handy 
man. It took him five years to re- 
model his Denver home. Now that 
it is completely redecorated and 
fixed up with knotty pine paneling 
and a home-built patio, Hank 
finds time to devote to a traffic 
problem in his basement: he has 
become a model railroad fan and 
has built two dozen cars which 
he runs on some 170 feet of 
track, 

Of necessity, he has also be- 
come a pretty good salesman. 

“Barnes 1 come in and 
do everything in the first six 
months,” says Mayor Newton. 
“He did an excellent job of keep- 
ing people with him through the 
success of what he'd already done. 
When one one-way street was an 
obvious success he put in anoth- 
er one.

He answered 
questions from callers on a week- 
ly radio program. He prodded, he 
cajoled, he made one-way streets 
out of thoroughfares where lead- 
ing civic bigwigs had their homes. 

He even cut down the sacred 
spruce trees. It took a lot of 
trouble to grow Denver's first 
trees and folks were attached to 
them. Hank found that there 
were, regrettably, quite a few that 
blocked the view of drivers at 
intersections, thereby causing ac- 
cidents and deaths. Having or- 
dered some of the worst obstacles 
chopped down, Barnes found him- 
self pointedly questioned before a 
woman’s group. 

“Ma’am,” said he, “we first 
took the petticoats off the trees 
and we found some of the funni- 
est-looking limbs in Denver. We 
thought we had better cut them 
off for their own protection.” 

Hank remembers the intident 
with some alarm. 

“They damned near threw me 
out,” he says. 

Today, Barzes's early warfare 
with Denver is only a memory. 
True, his system of “traffic-acti- 
vated” lights produces long stops 
before red lights for 30 per cent 
of the rush hour traffic while the 
other 70 per cent, driving in the 
more popular direction, gets clear 
sailing. But this, after all, is ma- 

jority rule and most citizens ad- 
mit that Hank’s unconventional 
tricks, have at the very least, 
greatly improved traffic condi- 
tions.

ANK can show visitors some 

startling sights. Driving down 

a ‘narrow residential street 
with him, for instance, I was in- 
formed that we were rolling down 
one of his “poor man's freeways.” 
The street was one-way. Parking 
was barred on one side. Traveling 
slowly but steadily through 
green light after green light, 
along with packs of other cars, 
Barnes informed me that you 
could drive on this street for 
five miles without ever being 
stopped by a light. Some 1500 
cars can thus be moved in an 
hour. 

Previously, the street wasn’t a 
thoroughfare at all. cars 
which now use it used to clog 
major boulevards. Turning the 
residential streets into a freeway 
would have cost $5,000,000. 
Barnes turned five miles of street 
into his own version of a freeway 
for $150,000. 


Then we rolled over a viaduct. 
Barnes explained that it used to 
be jammed while moving 11,000 
cars every 12 hours. Now. by use 
of an extra line restricted to in- 
bound cars in the morning and 
outbound cars in the afternoon, it 
moves 35,000 cars without serious 
jamming. Finally, we inspected 
the intersection of Speer boule- 
vard and Colfax avenue. There 
are 11 approaches to this corner 
and 80,000 cars a day move across

The burial site, believed to be 
a part of a sizable prehistoric In- 
dian settlement, is about 30 miles 
south of here and two and one- 
half miles east of St. Elizabeth in 
Miller county. The natural lime- 
stone bridge, one of the largest 
in the state, is situated on the 
farm of William Kemna. An in- 
termittent stream flows beneath

AST YEAR, Off Korea, the de- 
stroyer Halsey Powell 
burned the remnants of a 
United States flag. It was 

blood spattered, torn and unusable. 
But to me, it was the most wonder- 
ful piece of cloth that ever went up 
in smoke. 

It saved my life. 

On Feb. 6, 1951, the Powell was 
ordered to raid Hwado Island. This 
is a speck of ground at the en- 
trance to Hungnam Harbor where 
Communist military installations 
snuggled against sheer cliffs. 
> The ship’s guns couldn't hit 
them effectively. It was a job for 
men and small arms, a hit and run 
job under the snouts of heavy 
enemy guns. 
> We fitted out a pair of whale- 
boats. We mounted a bazooka and 
a 75-millimeter rifie in the bows. 
Then we named the boats Falcon 
and Hawk. I rode Falcon. 

Placing an American flag over 
the engine housing of Falcon to 
keep friendly planes from strafing 
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us, we shoved off for Hwado. We 
pitched along outside the range of 
the heavy Red guns on the main- 
land. Then we dashed full speed 
for the island. 

The Hawk’s bazooka opened fire 
on shore installations. We con- 
tributed phosphorous shells from 
the Falcon. In several minutes, we 
counted 10 buildings burning. 

It was easy—until the enemy be- 
gan to return fire. They laid it on 
heavy. 


I was kneeling in the bow of the - 


Faicon, helping to man the 75- 


millimeter. Then, there was a thud 
and I was thrown back. My right 
leg went numb. I felt a sharp stab 
in my stomach. 

A 50 calibre bullet had smashed 
upward through my right ankle 
and lodged in my stomach. 

Faintly, I heard a voice: Leg's 
the worst. He’ll bleed to death.” 

Then another: “Get a bandage 
and a tourniquet. A big one.”

PERLE MESTA TELLS MEN... 
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The little family problems women solve every 


— 


By PERLE ME SIA 


Former U.S. Minister to Luxembourg 


@ Most famous woman who has represented the 
U.S. abroad is Perle Mesta. Last April her resignation 
as Minister to the tiny Grand Duchy of Luxembourg 
was accepted by President Eisenhower. Here Mrs. 
Mesta tells, from her own experience, what women 
can do for America as diplomats. -THE EDITORS. 


LONDON: 


1 am after four years as a woman 
diplomat. 
My “field” was that small Grand 


Duchy of Luxembourg, about the size 
of Rhode Island, surrounded by Belgium, 
France and Germany. 

“Can a woman do as good a job in diplomacy 
as a.man?” Already many of my friends are 
asking me this question. 

It interests me because I have spent many 
years taking active interest in organizations 
which seek to give women an equal chance, 
not only in diplomacy, but in all other spheres 
of life. I want them to have the same op- 
portunities for training, the same rights with 
their children and their property and the same 
legal status as men. 

When I first came to Luxembourg in 1949, 
I did find problems arose on account of my sex. 
I accepted them as a challenge. 

Noto today, I.can say I think a woman can 
do as good a job in diplomacy as a man. 0 
» There has been a lot of male criticism about 
putting women in major roles in public life. 
Men are always asking me such questions as 
“Can a woman keep a secret? And if she can’t, 
how can she be a diplomat?” 


Who Talks Too Much? 


Y ANSWER is this: women have kept 
more secrets from men than men ever 
dreamed of—and for longer! Why, the 

very way that men have kept women in sub- 
jection has bred in women the ability to keep 
their mouths closed. 
>» I agree that some women do talk too much. 
But has it not occurred to the other sex that 
they don’t tell anything really serious—and 
that men also often talk too much? 

To be a diplomat, the first necessity is to be 
a good mixer, to know how to get along with 
people. You need to know how to bring people 
together so that they understand each other. 


You need to mix people on common ground. 
I think my great love for people helped 

most in doing this. I love to bring together 

people of all nationalities and backgrounds. 

To earn good will one must first show it. To 
win confidence, give confidence. . 
breeds frankness. 

I found that people would talk freely with 
each other when they met over the dining- 
room table. In formal meetings, they would 
be self-conscious and would say only what was 
expected of them. 

As a woman, I found that young people make 
wonderful diplomats, not as government dip- 
lomats, but as real ambassadors in their 
association with people. 

When I first went to Luxembourg I thought 
one of the best things I could do was to get 


some of those young people over to the United 


States where they could go to college. 

I immediately established a fund to send 
young people to our country, so that when 
they returned to Luxembourg they would tell 
their friends what kind of people we are. 


To Help Students 


HE First student was a young boy whose 

father held a humble position in a bank. 

The father had a large family and little 

prospect of paying for a college education for 
his sons. 

Purdue University, in Indiana, offered the 
boy a scholarship. I arranged for him to go 
over and spend two years in America. He 
graduated with high honors. He is now back. 
Se Ee 6 
than that boy right there? 

Next was a girl—a music student. She is now 
at Sherwood Music School, in Chicago. Reports 
of that young woman’s progress are very fine. 
She will go back to Luxembourg and be another 
diplomat for us. 

When I do an article for a newspaper or 
give a radio talk I ask for something to be 
done to help forward this work. I find that 
people like to give money to help students 
this way. 

I want to send many more students to the 
United States from other countries. The 
advantages are not all on one side, I feel.the 
young Americans with whom they associate 
in our country have a rare privilege. They are 
learning to understand each other’s problems. 
They are learning to work for world peace. 


This is one of the fields of diplomacy where, 


% - 
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as a woman, I have been able to further 
cooperation between nations. 

In many cases women make better diplomats 
than men. They have a harder job to prove 
themselves fitted for the job. Men are wel- 
comed with open arms, but the new woman 
diplomat has to fight just to establish herself. 

Yet I say without any hesitation: there are 
not enough women in our diplomatic service. 

But I do think there are certain countries 
where traditions and religious beliefs would 


make it unwise to send a woman. 


Countries like Luxembourg (where a woman 
is head of the state) are ready for women in 
diplomacy. They are used to having a woman 
take the lead. 

There are, of course, countries with men at 
the head which will accept women represent- 
atives from other countries. But there are 
countries which aren’t.ready to receive women. 
It is wisdom not to send women to such posts. 

Women are particularly fitted for this work 
in many respects. They are natural diplo- 
matists. Their training in the home is their 
discipline. Hos many hours a day does a 
woman have to use great tact in dealing with 
her family, and in dealing with her neighbors? 

She ought to be as successful as a man—and 
sometimes I think more so. Women have a 

human approach to things. Perhaps they 

a little more emotional than men because 

they are allowed to show their emotions. But 

this sometimes breaks down barriers. When 

human emotions are bottled up too much 
people become hard and cold. 

To any woman considering diplomacy, I say: 
>» 1. Know your own country first. 
> 2. Relate its ideals to those of the countries 
you intend to study. 
>» 3. Realize what our country wants to hand 
down to posterity. 
> 4. And lastly, meet the people. Not the 
“official” people only. Meet them all. Some of 
the best are down in mineshafts. Some of the 
worst are in the front office. Keep an open 


mind. Like a man—until he makes you change 


your opinion. 

Luxembourg, where I have been carrying 
out what we might call this four-year ex- 
periment in feminine diplomacy, is a country 
of great traditions. It is a very old country. 

A woman is head of the state. Her royal 
highness the Grand Duchess Charlotte, is the 
mother of six children, and a fine, lovable 


woman. 
The palace is right in the center of Luxem-

bourg and the royal country home is a castle 
a few miles outside the city. 

The royal family sets @ good moral tone. 
upholds family life and sets a standard of 
elegance without extravagance. 

The Duchy has its own distinct nationality, 
with admirable qualities and great substance. 
The people are loyal and home-loving. There 
is no poverty, and no great wealth. 

During these four years I have not seen a 
slum. Neither have I seen a single person beg- 
ging. In many respects the people are very 
much like Americans. 

Because Luxembourg is small and sur- 
rounded by other countries its chief task is to 
rub shoulders and get along with the rest of 
the world. 

The foreign minister, Joseph Bech, is one

of the outstanding statesmen in Europe. When 
I was asked to represent our country in Lux- 
embourg, a friend told me in confidence I 
should be privileged to be in contact with 
Joseph Bech. It was a privilege, he said, to 
meet this outstanding intelligent statesman. 
I found later he was right. 

Although there were many and thorny prob- 
lems to work out during this assignment, I felt 
much good had been accomplished. 

My hopes were given substance when, just 
before leaving, I had the satisfaction of being 
honored by H.R.H. the Grand Duchess with 
the highest decoration the Duchy has to give. 
The only other American to have received this 
honor was President Eisenhower. 

It was the day of the royal wedding between 
the heir to the throne of Luxembourg and the 
sister of the King of the Belgians. 

The Grand Duchess sent word for me to pre- 
sent myself at the palace. When I got there

she surprised me by presenting me with the 
Cross and Star of the Grand Croix Avec 
Glaives (Grand Cross with Swords). 

Then the Grand Duchess leaned over and 
took me by the hand. She said: I want to 
thank you for everything you have done for 
my country.“ 

She and I both cried. We couldn’t help it! 

That is a little example of how women 
sovereigns and diplomats can achieve good re- 
lations. That was a perfect example of the key 
word of diplomacy—understanding.

We Think Alike 


HAD WORKED hard. I was glad for this trib- 
ute to the results. It proved a woman could 
be a successful diplomatist. 

Now, here in London, I have been in the 
midst of the crowning of beautiful, young 
Queen Elizabeth II.

1932 I had the privilege of being presented to 
the Queen’s grandfather and grandmothér, 
King George V and Queen Mary. 

Again, two years ago I had the privilege of 
being presented, at the first evening party 
after World War II, to her father and mother, 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth. : 

While here, I have been still trying in my 
small way to do what I can for cooperation 
between the English-speaking peoples. 

I have gone on the air in radio and tele- 
vision, telling English people about our coun- 
try, and emphasizing what I believe is true: 
that only by the union of our countries, who 
have the same ideals, can we work out our 
problems. Misunderstandings may occur in 
little things. But we must not let these come 
between us. On the big issues we think alike. 

But London is not the only capital I am see- 
ing on my way back home. 

Just before leaving Luxembourg, the Rus- 
siari ambassador accredited to Luxembourg 
from Belgium came in to call and invited me 
to Russia. I have just received my Russian visa 
for my passport. By the time you read this I 
expect to be in Russia. 

I have a visa for three months, but shall 
probably not be able to stay that long. I hope 
to see a great deal of Russia, though. 

This fall I am going to lecture from coast to 
coast in the United States and shall havegnany 
messages to bring from many parts of the 
world. One of them is this: American women
